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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 25 July 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Despite the Applicant's contention that the position of the Applicant's 
sensor is a "significant distinction" from sensor 14 of Patent Number 5,989,122 by 
Roblejo, positioning the sensor of the '122 patent between stack holder 12 and wheel 

13 is an obvious design choice. The sensor 14 of said patent reads the bottom card of 
a stack of cards in stack holder 12 individually (see Figure 1). Furthermore, said sensor 

14 is capable of reading "bar codes [ ] or other coded information" (column 3, lines 18 
plus) on each individual card as the card appears face down prior to being inserted into 
the wheel 13. Since a bar code can easily be scanned by a stationary sensor as a card 
is transported past said sensor, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of the invention to position the sensor 14 of said ' 122 patent at any 
location along the travel path of said cards between said stack holder 12 and wheel 13. 

Accordingly, claims 1-19, 22-24, 32 and 33 stand rejected. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 25-31 are allowed. Claims 20 and 21 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
